Living Zoned Out 


By the time this is printed the last ef two publie hear- 
ing’s On a new master zoning ordinanee will have been held 
by the Sacramento City Planning Commission. This new 
erdinanee helds a specifie interest for Sacramento State 
College sinee it proposes zoning the area around the SSC 
campus for single family dwellings. Commercial areas are 
exeluded in the zoning. 

This means that the districts nearest SSC will be closed 
te housing for students, As a matter of faet, rooming houses 
in the area are in violation of present zoning. Protests te 
the new ordinance have been \ voiced by private citizens, who, 
it may be, have their reasons for wanting te see the ordi- 
nanee changed. 

However, the effect of this propesal upon SSC :hould 
be considered. If Sacramento State College is to enjey a 
healthy growth and development, some attention should be 
given to adequate housing privisions close to the campus. 

It is no incentive to those students living away from 
heme te come to a college where there is no housing within 
easy aecess to the school. Should appropriate living quar- 
ters be provided near the school, it will remove an obstacle 
te SSC’s normal expansion. 

The Commission will prepare a final draft ef the ordi- 
nance fer submission te the city eeuncil in July. The eouncil 
will then held its own hearings before veting on it. At every 
step eof the way the abeve consideration should be in the 
minds ef those deliberating on the erdinance. 

If Sacramento takes pride in its state college, it should 
aesere that it continues to be an ebject of pride by giving 
favorable consideration te this housing measure.

Closed Rooms, a tragedy on 
the break-down of communica 
tions between two generations 
is a modern story of a domineer- 
ing mother who has made her 
husband bow to her wishes and 
i, attempting to do the same with 
her daughter, The play opens 
when the daughter comes home 
from college on a vacation 

Baldridge titled his play Closed 
Rooms because it “seemed like 
a good image. In Sacramento 
most of the old tamily houses 
now have rooms closed off, This 
is a typical American phenome- 
non a process that takes cen- 
turies in Europe is accomplished 
in decades her.
